EXPLORER DIRECTING 
RELIEF OF HIS CREW 


Lieut. Lundborg, Marooned, 
Is Building Runway for 
Aero That Upset. 


Kings Bay, Spitzbergen, June 25 
(A.P.).—A second member of the crew 
of the ill-fated Italia has been rescued 
tonight by airplanes but four others 
and the crew of a wrecked Swedish air- 
plane were still marooned on an ice 
cake, awaiting succor. 

Meanwhile elsewhere—somewhere— 
on the broad Arctic spaces still are six- 
teen other men of whom there has 
been no trace. They are the seven last 
heard of as with the remains of the 
Italla, the three who left Gen. Nobile 
afoot to find land, and the would-be 
rescuers, Roald Amundsen, Rene Gulil- 
baud, Lief Dietrichsen and their plane’s 
crew of three. 

Following upon the removal of Gen- 
Umberto Nobile from the ice cake near 
Foyn Island Saturday, the motor chief 
of the Italia, Natale Ceccioni, has been 
rescued and, presumably, taken to the 
base ship Citta di Milano now at Virgo 
Bay, 60 miles north of here. 

The condition of Ceccioni, whose leg 
was broken in the crash which ma- 
rooned the men on the ice, was not 
divulged in the meagre reports of the 
rescue which were given by the Citta di 
Milano. Neither was there mention of 
the identity of the rescue party. 

From the group still stranded, how- 
ever, today came information regard- 
ing the initial rescue attempt there 
Saturday when, after Gen. Nobile had 
been taken off the floe and returned to 
the Citta di Milano, the Swedish plane 
piloted by Lieut. E. Lundborg returned 
only to overturn in attempting a 
landing. 

Lundborg reported by wireless today 
that he had escaped injury and was 
attempting to put a runway on the ice 
block, which is about 900 feet long 
and 600 wide, in shape for landing of 
light two-men planes. 

Gen. Nobile Explains. 

In messages given to press agencies, 
Gen. Nobile himself, from his bed 
aboard the Citta di Milano, explained 
the circumstances which caused his re- 
moval in preference to his men. He 
insisted after the landing of the 
Swedish pilot, Lundborg, he said, that 
Ceccion! be taken off first, and others 
in their turn, he himself to remain 
until among the last. 
him, however, that instructions were 
to “rescue Gen. Nobile first, so as to 
permit him to aid in directing the 
rescue work for the others.” 

Rather than waste time in further 
discussion, Nobile said, when the re- 
maining five of the group had assured 
him they wished him to go, he left. 

Nobile had an incomplete fracture 
of his left shin, it is learned, and had 
@ contusion of the back. His recov- 
ery is not expected before 40 days. 

Meanwhile today there were reports 
here from the icebreaker Krassin, which 
left Bergen late last week for. Kings 
Bay, that that ship had been in com- 
munication with Roald Amundsen and 
those with him. (These reports, how- 
ever, were denied later in an official

Family of Five Dead;

Chicago, June 25 (A.P.).—A family 
of five was found dead today in their 
West Side apartment, where they ap- 
parently had been asphyxiated by gas 
escaping from a hot-water heater.

P. H. Sheriff Bound for Ben- 
ning Home When Hit by 
Street Car. 


INQUEST WILL BE TODAY 


Phillip H. Sheriff, 62 years old, prom- 
inent truck farmer of Benning, D. C., 
was killed yesterday afternoon when 
a light motor truck in which he was 
returning from market was struck by 
a Washington Railway & Electric Co. 
street car at Benning. The vehicle was 
dragged nearly 75 feet. 

Lieut. S. J. Marks and Policeman E.

WORK [a PLANNING 
CAMPAIGN WITHOUT 
COOLIDGE SPEECHES 


President Will Not Be 
Asked to Speak for 
G. 0. P. Ticket. 


CHAIRMAN TO MOVE 
TO LARGER OFFICES 
Battle, to Begin Sept. 1, to 


Be Short and Snappy; 
No Mud Slinging. 


President Coolidge will not be asked 
make any speeches in support of 
the candidacy of Herbert Hoover, the 
Republican presidential nominee, it 
was stated yesterday by Chairman 
Work, of the national committee. 

“There has been no thought of mak- 
ing such a request of the President,” 
Work said. 

Nothwithstanding this, it is belleved 
that President Coolidge will take oc- 
casion, whenever the opportunity pre- 
sents itself, to say a flattering word 
or two about Mr. Hoover. As for op- 
portunities, the President Is scheduled 
to make several speeches in the North- 
wes. before his vacation ends. 

Goes to Wisconsin White House. 


Chairman Work is going to the sum- 
mer White House in Wisconsin next 
week, and at that time will hand in 
his resignation as Secretary of the In- 
terior. When Hoover will resign as 
Secretary of Commerce is not yet 
known. He probably will leave here 
July 8 or 10 for Leland Stanford Uni- 
versity, Calif., where he is to be offi- 
cially notified of his nomination. He 
is expected to stop off on the way out 
to confer with President Coolidge. 

Chairman Work announced yesterday 
that the Republican national com- 
mittee would move out of the Munsey 
Building today and take over an en- 
tire floor in the Barr Building in Far- 
ragut square. Later on, he said, addi- 
tional floors will be taken over. There 
will be a press room, conference rooms 
and other facilities needed at a po- 
litical headquarters. 

For the next week or so, Chairman 
Work said, there will be very little ac- 
tivity so far as the Hoover campaign 
is concerned. 

“We want to give the Democrats the 
first page for a week or so,” Chairman 
Work said.

Nominee Hoover today will have a 
program similar to that of prospective 
nominee Smith—he will follow the 
Democratic convention at Houston by 
radio.

In Wreck of Fast Train 


Car Leaps Bridge and Falls 20 Feet at Owl Creek, 
Kans.; Hurt Passengers Show Heroism in Giving 
Aid to Others in Crash. 


Iola, Kans. June 25 (A.P.).—A 
broken rail near Durand, Kans., 16 
miles west of here, early today sent 
one car of the fast Missouri Pacific 
passenger train Southerner crashing 
into a creek and overturned two others, 
causing injuries to 63 persons, six of 
whom were in a critical condition to- 
night. 

The wreck occurred just as the train 
bound from New Orleans to Kansas 
City was passing over the Owl Creek 
bridge, south of Durand, at 4 a.m.

Appeal to Both South 
and West Seen in 
His Choice. 


HELD AS ACCEPTABLE 
TO CORN BELT HEADS 


Withdrawal as Favorite Son 
Starts Bandwagon Move 
to Smith.

Houston, Tex., June 25.—Smith and 
Robinson, 

This is the Democratic national tick- 
et forecast tonight in the light of the 
prevailing sentiment of the leaders on 
the eve of the assembling of the Dem- 
ocratic national convention tomorrow. 

With the nomination of Gov. Smith, 
of New York, for President, almost unl- 
versally conceded even among his oppo- 
nents, interest has veered to the selec- 
tion of his running mate. 

A striking development of the day 
was the spread of sentiment in favor 
of th® nomination of Senator Joe T. 
Robinson, of Arkansas, for Vice Presi- 
dent. There is every indication tonight 
that he appeals more strongly to all 
elements of the party than does any 
other aspirant to the honor. 

Whether he ts acceptable to Smith is 
not known and Smith, it is generally 
assumed, will do the choosing of his 
running mate. Robinson, however, has 
commended himself strongly to the 
Smith leaders by his action yesterday 
in withdrawing as a favorite son en- 
try in the presidential contest and re- 
leasing the Arkansas delegation to vote 
as it sees fit, which will be for Smith. 
More than any other individual Robin- 
son, by that action, started the band 
wagon movement in favor of Smith. 


Is Both West and South. 


The Smith managers are torn be- 
tween the middle West and the South 
in the selection of the vice presidential 
candidate. Robinson hails from a State 
that is both West and South. He isa 
dry, but not too dry to sult the Eastern 
wets. As a supporter of the McNary- 
Haugen bill and leader of the effort to 
pass the measure over the veto he 
qualifies as a logical offering to the 
favor of the Midwestern farmers. 

But what commends Robinson par- 
ticularly to the consideration of the 
Smith following is his qualififications 
to hold the Protestant Democrats in 
line for Smith through a vigorous 
stump-speaking campaign. 

Robinson is a member of the Federal! 
Council of Churches, the powerful 
propaganda organization of the Protes- 
tant sects, representing 22,000,000 
church members. The Smith leaders, 
who, together with the New York Gov- 
ernor himself, will pick the vice prest- 
dential candidate, are by no means, 
however, a unit in favoring Robinson 
There was considerable discussion 
among them today of the qualifications 
of Senator Barkley, of Kentucky; Rep- 
resentative Henry T. Rainey, of Illinois, 
and Evans Woollen, of Indiana. 


Tide Turns to Smith, 

So far as the presidential nomination 
is concerned the day was a succession 
of band wagon developments insuring 
the nomination of Al Smith not later 
than the second ballot.

FIGHT ON SMITH CONTINUES 
BUT FOES LACK A LEADER; 
BAND WAGON MOVE GROWS 


Cry Is for Dry Nominee 


and Dry Plank but 
Unity Is Lacking. 


RUSH TO NEW YORKER 
IMPERILS OWN PLANS 
All Candidates Should Receive 


Complimentary Votes at 
Start, Governor Holds. 


By JAMES L. WILLIAMS. 
(Associated Press Staff Writer). 

Houston, Tex., June 25 (A.P.).—The 
Democratic presidential nomination lay 
just around the corner tonight for 
Gov. Alfred E. Smith, of New York. 

Meeting here to choose its standard 
bearer, the party’s national convention 
will get together tomorrow at noon 
with a greater number of delegates 
committed to one man than at any 
time since 1916, when Woodrow Wil- 
son was named by acclamation. 

An insistent minority was doing 
battle against the New York governor 
tonight, but i+ was not a coordinated 
force. Its cry was for a dry candidate 
and a dry platform, but where the 
Smith ranks were solid for their man 
the minority group apparently had 
been unable to settle upon a unity of 
command or upon a leader for whom 
to wage its warfare. The purpose was 
to defeat Smith and to most of the 
delegates who came to Houston to 
prime the party for the 1923 campaign 
that seemed to be a forlorn hope. 


Smith Forees Serene, 


The serenity with which the Smith 
forces faced the issue contrasted sharp- 
ly with the bustling manner in which 
the opposition workers dashed about in 
the hot Texas sun today in their efforts 
to line up and hold one-third of the 
convention votes necessary to prevent 
the nomination of the man they had 
grouped against. 

Smith managers even sent forth word 
that their main worry was to prevent 
his selection on the first ballot. This 
strategy, it was explained, was designed 
to prevent wounds which might be in- 
filicted on favorite sons who failed to 
receive their complimentary vote from 
the convention. 

But, with signs of discouragement 
visible to them on every hand, the anti- 
Smith group were fighting for Hull, for 
George, for Reed, and for any one else 
whom it thought might muster the 
strength to prevent the elevation of 
the New York Governor to the party 
leadership. Their one slogan was “Pro- 
hibition.” 

Aiding the dry delegates with prayer 
meetings, with personal appeals, with 
literature and with enthusiasm were 
‘hundreds of friends of the dry law, in- 
cluding a large number of Women, who 
pleaded earnestly that the Democratic 
party turn aside to some other than 
Smith. These workers refused doggedly 
to admit that their cause was lost. 


Differences Over Planks, 


With the wet and dry fight crowding 
the presidential race closely for first 
place in public interest, the party lead- 
ers continued their efforts to smooth 
out before the convention resolutions 
committee the differences of opinion 
within the various delegatious over the 
form of a prohibition plank in the 
party platform. The probable success 
or faliure of these efforts for the mo- 
ment crowded into the background the 
speculation over what the convention 
would do about the farm relief issue 
which also gave promise of becoming 
@ leading issue. 

There were three lines of thought 
cver prohibition—one group wanted a 
plank naming the eighteenth amend- 
ment as a part of the Constitution, 
which should be rigidly enforced; a 
second believed the party should call 
for the enforcement of all laws without 
specifying any one particular statute; 
a third asked that the Volstead act be 
modified. 

To the political gossipers a choice 
subject was the attitude Gov. Smith 
might take in the event the eighteenth 
amendment was singled out for espe- 
cla! attention. The Smith supporters, 
however, appeared to be unworried by 
this phase of the situation which had 
developed in Houston. 


Roosevelt Field General. 


It was definitely determined today 
that Franklin D. Roosevelt would place 
Gov. Smith in nomination and in ade 
dition would be the Smith field gene 
eral during the convention. The dry 
a.;d anti-Smith forces continued to look 
to Gov. Dan Moody of Texas to lead 
them on the floor. Moody’s arrival 
here gave impetus to the dry crusade, 
and many of the delegates have already 
made him the unofficial] generalissimo 
for their cause.

SOME FOUND IN CUP 
IN MURDERER’S CELL 


Chemist Will Examine Them; 
Analysis of Stomach May 
Be Concluded Today. 


Proof that John Cline Proctor, 19- 
year-old murderer, succeeded in taking 
@ sleep-producing drug in his attempt 
to cheat the electric chair at the Dis- 
.' trict Jail five days ago, semed estab- 

' -ehed yesterday. The youth obtained 
the drug from unwitting jail physi- 
cians, it was believed. 

Maj. William L. Peak, superintendent 
of. the jail, yesterday received a writ- 
teh statement from George Thompson, 
colored convicted murderer, which was 
Offered as proof. The negro oc- 
cupies a cell in murderers’ row. He 
was one of the last persons to converse 
with Proctor before the youth lapsed 
into the twelve-hour coma which pre- 
ceded his electrocution. 

About 10 o’clock last Thursday night, 
according to the statement, Proctor, on 
his way to his own cell, stopped at 
Thompson's cel. to say good-by. The 
youth gave the negro 90 cents and in- 
structed him to buy cigarettes with it. 

Thompson stated that the youth de- 
clared he was going to make a confea- 
sion of his part in the shooting of 
Patrolman Leo W. K. Busch, but gave 


no intimation to the negro of what 
part he played in the murder. 


Had Pills, He Sald. 


He told the murderer that he had 
four or five sleep-producing pills, which 
he was going to take in an effort to 
end his life after making the confes- 
sion. He said he had secreted the pills 
im a tobacco bag. In the statement 
Thompson declared that the youth said 
he had obtained “something in a shirt,” 
which was sent to him a few days be- 
fore his life was burned out by the 
electric current. 

Maj. Peak declared that Proctor con- 
stantly complained of not being able 
to sleep at night. Each night, the 
superintendent said, he was given sleep- 
producing pills by a jail physician. I[t 
ig believed that he saved these pills 
and took them a few moments after 
talking with Thompson. 

Shortly after Proctor had entered 
his cell he called to Walter Malone, a 
guard, who hurried to the doomed 
youth’s bedside. Malone said that 
Proctor muttered sleepily about mak- 
ing a confession and then lapsed into 
the coma from which he never re- 
covered. Proctor was carried to the 
electric chair on a stretcher. His last 
words, Malone said, were “The fatal 
ehot—I—I.” 


Cells Were Searched. 


Maj. Peak said that a few days be- 
fore the execution, when the official 
notification that President Calvin 
Coolidge had refused to extend execu- 
tive clemency to Proctor, Nicholas Lee 
Eagles and Samuel Moreno, the three 
murderers of Patrolman Busch, the 
Gell of each were searched. 

In Proctor’s cell, Maj. Peak said, 
guards found a paper drinking cup, 
which contained six or seven tablets 
and an envelope which contained a 
-few more. Some of the tablets, Maj. 
Peak said, were aspirin and the others 
were sleep-producing pills, which the 
youth had presumably obtained from 
jail physicians and saved. 

These tablets, the jail superintendent 
said, were turned over to Detectives 
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Louls Johrden, Post Staff Photographer.

Chemist Gets Tablets. 


The tablets have been turned over 
to the District chemist for examination. 
The analysis of specimens taken from 
Proctor’s stomach was ordered the 
night of the execution, when an au- 
topsy revealed that Proctor’s stomach 
was abnormal, 

District Chemist Aubrey V. Fuller 
said yesterday that the pills turned 
over to him by the police would prove 
“a very valuable guide” in the analysis. 
He said that the analysis would un- 
doubtedly be completed today. 

Doubt that Proctor was dead when 
placed in the electric chair and the 
current whipped through his body was 
erased by the autopsy, which revealed 
that he died of electrocution. Maj. 
Peak declared that in his opinion Proc- 
tor was near consciousness when exe- 
cuted. He pointed to the manner in 
which the youth’s knees knocked to- 
gether when he was being strapped to 
the electric chair as the basis of his 
opinion.

CURTISS CHIEF IS HEAD 


New York, June 25 (A.P.).—Forma- 
tion of the National Aviation Corpora- 
tion, a financing organization to stabil- 
ize the existing aeronautical industry 
and to support expansions and new 
developments, was announced today. 

The corporation Is headed by C, M. 
Keys, president of the Curtiss Aero- 
plane & Motor Co., as chairman of the 
board, and J. C. Willson, as president. 
Mr. Willson is a partner in J. C. Will- 


son é& Co., investment bankers, and ts 
a director of two of the Curtiss sub- 
sidiaries. 

About one-fourth of the directors 
represent leading manufacturers in the 
industry, while others represent air 
transport and include capitalists in- 
terested in fiNancing aviation enter- 
prises. 

Mr. Keys explained that while the 
charter of the concern is broad enough 
to permit it to engage in almost any 
aviation activity, it is not intended that 
it shall control any of the major avia- 
tion enterprises of the company. 

The company will use its funds by 
participating in the business of estab- 
lishing concerns and by helping to 
finance new companies as they are 
organized. To illustrate the field of 
Operations, Mr. Keyes said it now is 
obvious tha® the air mail service of 
the country must be extended within 
a few years to cover practically every 
city, imstead of only the great cities 
as at present. 

In this fleld alone, he said, the com- 
pany should play a constructive part. 
Furthermore it will provide support 
for tested and promising inventions.

Houston, Tex., June 25.—Western del- 
egations, arriving in Houston today, 
filled the air with slduts t..at the corn- 
belt revolt is one of the greatest cam- 
paign assets the Democratic party has 
for next November. The ‘arm plank 
became the center of activities. Here 
the party leaders are doing the tall 


talking instead of the farm organiza- 
tion leaders, as at Kansas City. The 
uprisers say the corn belt is being in- 
vited almost to write its own ticket. 
Informal conferences and table chatter 
all day long has taken a trend favoring 
a plank pledging the following: 

1. A special session of Congress in 
March to put through farm relief. 

%. Passage of legislation that will give 
the farmer economic parity with other 
industries, 

Tentative drafts have been prepared, 
a dozen and more of them. Senator 
Robert F. Wagner, New York, intimate 
friend of Gov. Al Smuth, has a draft of 
one. Both New York senators, Wagner 
and Copeland, voted for the McNary- 
Haugen bill and so did most of the 
Tammany delegation in the lower 
house. 

Views to Be Conciliated. 


As viewed in the inner circles, the 
farm plank must be satisfactory to the 
corn-belt agriculture as _ personified 
here by leaders of the farm organiza- 
tions. At the same time it must not 
contain anything which might injure 
Gov. Smith in the Eastern States, where 
industry has grown up behind the pro- 
tective tariff wall. Likewise it must 
not miff the old-line Democrats in 
those States of the South which have 
not become industrialized and where 
they still talk of free trade and “tariff 
for revenue only” as ancient and abid- 
ing party doctrine. 

The trend of thought is that the 
Democrats do not want to give to the 
industrialized East and North any idea 
that they contemplate tariff tinkering 
that might injure industry. At the 
same time they do not warm up to the 
idea of a farm plank that might look 
like a Democratic commitment to Re- 
publican protective tariff doctrines. 
They declare the two viewpoints can be 
easily reconciled in a plank that will 
be satisfactory to all elements in the 
party and that will be a strong bid for 
the farm vote in the old Republican 
strongholds in the upper Mississippi 
Valley. 


Spurned by G. O. P. 


Stories of the reaction of the corn 
belt to the rejection of the. minority 
plank at Kansas City indorsing the 
theory of the equalization fee were 
brought to town. Michael F. Healy, of 
Fort Dodge, Iowa, who is to he chair- 
man of the Iowa delegation, and who 
has attended eight Democratic conven- 
tions, says: 

“At Kansas City the corn belt farm 
leaders, to use an old hunting phrase, 
were whipped out like a pack of wet 
dogs. They met with contumely and 
derision. The Republicans appeared 
blind to the feeling cf revolt in the 
West, They pooh-poohed at its eco- 
nomic troubles and were unsympathetic 
That is the way Republicans in my 
State have talked to me since returning 
from Kansas City. It gives Democracy 
its great chance for service.” 

Wilbur Marsh, who is to be Iowa's 
member of the resolutions committee, 
says the farm plank must be specific 
on the question of surplus control. He 
says it should contain two central 
ideas: ‘Collective selling and costs to be 
spread over the commodity benefited.” 

Dr. J. W. Reynolds, of Creston, a 
member of the Marsh wing. who is 
slated for next national committeeman 
from Iowa, says: 

“The whole corn belt is in revolt. It 
is not so much against the veto of the 
McNary-Haugen bill as it is against the 
failure of the Republicans who have 
had control of the Government for eight 
years to enact any constructive farm 
legislation or to manifest a sympathetic 
attitude toward agriculture.” 


Discontent Seen as Asset.

Sisters Oppose Each Other in 
Contest for Places on 
State Delegations.

Houston, Tex., June 25 (A.P.).—In 
the sweltering jam of Houston cor- 
ridors and streets today, as the last | 
crowds of late arrivals streamed in 
“dry” women persisted in their public 
demonstrations, and in some doubtful 
State delegations women still asked for | 
a dry plank. But there were many | 
evidences, especially among the voting 
delegates, of a feminine swing to sup- 
port the majority candidate's stand on 

enforcement. 

“Ninety-eight per cent of Texas | 
women are anti-Smith and for strict 
prohibition,” declared Mrs. J. T. Blood- 
worth, national committeewoman from 
Texas, ticketing ten of the thirteen 
Lone Star women delegates as “abso- 
lute dry.” 

“Mississippi was the first State to 
ratify the eighteenth amendment, and 
is still dry,” commented Mrs. Dalsy 
McLaurin Stevens, Mississippi national 
committeewoman and daughter of its 
former governor and senator. 

Mrs. Scott Litton, Virginia’s only 
woman district delegate, said that, 
although the women she represents are 
dry, she is instructed for Smith. 

“Virginia women hope that whoever 


the nominee is, he can stand on an 
enforcement plank,” she said. 


Fears Break in Party. 

There is still some talk of a break 
in the Democratic women’s vote in No- 
vember if a wet candidate is nomi- 
nated, 

“I rather believe that women 
the general welfare of the country 
above party lines and will not want 
a Democratic victory at the expense of 
anything they consider as affecting 
Spiritual standards,” said Mrs. Frank 
Mann, national commiitteewoman and 
delegate at large from West Virginia. 

At the breakfast for the national 
women's committee for law enforce- 
ment, however, while speakers openly 
threatened “a split in the party” if a 
wet candidate is nominated, Smith del- 
egates present protested against every 
threat.

“Enforcement has beer so poor 
that women who were dry are turning 
to ask for something that w ll be really 
effective.” 

Letting others argue the pros and 
cons of dryness, some women at the 
convention are putting their support of 
a favorite candidate above any plank.

Floor Manager for Smith 


Houston, June 25 (A.P.).—Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, candidate for the Vice 
Presidency eight years ago, today was 
named by George R. Van Namee, man- 
ager of Gov.

Governor of Maryland Would 
Have Party Base Issue 
on States’ Rights. 


TEXAS WILL DEMAND 
BONE DRY STATEMENT 


Josephus Daniels Threatens 
Floor Fight If “Moist” 
Suggestion Is Made.

Houston, Tex., June 25.—Two Demo- 
cratic governors locked horns today on 
the prohibition question. Gov. Ale 
bert Ritchie, of Maryland, took the wet 
side of the argument while Gov Dan 
Moody, of Texas, championed the dry 
cause. 

The Maryland executive, who was a 
favorite son presidential candidate up 
to the time of his recent withdrawal 
in favor of Gov. Al Smith, made public 
a home rule wet plank which will be 
submitted to the convention resolu- 
tions committee by Senator Tydings, 
the Maryland member. 

Then the young Texas governor, bare- | 
ly 35 years old, issued a statement an- 
nouncing his intention as the Texas 
member of the resolutions committee 
to present a dry plank which not only 
will declare for enforcement but will 
oppose repeal or modification of pro- 
hibition laws or the eighteenth amend- 
ment. 

The Ritchie and Moody planks are 
expected to represent the extremes of 
the prohibition controversy in the resi- 
lutions committee. Senator Wagner, 
the New York member of the resolu- 
tions committee may favor either the 
Maryland wet plank or the Illinois wet 
plank to be offered by Michael L. Igoe, 
and in the event of the rejection of 
both of them, will turn to a law en- 
forcement plank which is general 
enough in its terms to suit Gov. Smith. 

The Ritchie plank goes further than 
the Illinois plank in that it favors 
State control of the prohibition ques- 
tion, 

Text of Ritchie Plank. 


._The plank is known to be in com- 
plete harmony with the views of Gov. 
Smith, although it is the understand- 
ing that his friends are willing to ac- 
cept a milder declaration in order not 
te antagonize the drys in the party. 
The text of the Ritchie plank follows: 

“The fundamental principle of the 
Democratic party has always been that 
over-centralization of power in the 
Federal authorities and Federal invas- 
jon of the right of local self-govern- 
ment reserved to the States is con- 
trary to the spirit of our institutions 
and destructive of the liberties of our 
people. 

“The eighteenth amendment and the 
Volstead act constitute a departure 
from this principle. As long as the 
eighteenth amendment is part of the 
Constitution we recognize that it 
should be upheld and respected, but we 
are forced to realize that the Volstead 
act has not attained and can not at- 
tain the ei”is sought by it, and has 
caused a disregard of law and order 
and a condition of actual lawlessness 
and social and political demoralization 
that are dangerous to the country. 

“We, therefore, ask that appro- 
priate steps should be taken by Con- 
gress to have prohibition turned back 
to the States so that each State within 
Constitutional limitations and under 
the principles of local option and home 
rule may have the opportunity of set- 
tling it in accordance with the will of 
its own people, and in this connection 
we favor also the enactment by Con- 
gress of such measures as may be neces- 
sary to prevent shipments into any 
State which might contravene the ex- 
pressed will of the people of that State.” 


Affirms States Rights, 


In effect the Ritchie plank is at de- 
nunciation of prohibition and also car- 
ries out the States rights principles 
which Gov. Ritchie has emphasized in 
numerous addresses. 

It is in no way in conflict with the 
Illinois wet plank, but the latter, be- 
sides declaring for law enforcement in 
general and denouncing the use of 
crime in enforcement of the prohibi- 
tion law, merely affirms the right of 
citizens to petition Congress for repeal 
or modifification of oppressive laws or 
Constitutional provisions. Gov. Moody 
indicated by his statement that he de- 
sires a dry plank even stronger than 
that of the Republican platform, 

“The resolution adopted at the Texas 
State convention instructed in favor of 
a plank for the national platform un- 
equivocally endorsing the eighteenth 
amendment and declaring opposition of 
any attempt to repeal it or to destroy 
the prohibition laws,” said Gov. Moody. 
“It further instructed in favor of 
promising the faithful, strict and ef- 
ficient enforcement of the prohibition 
laws and all other laws, I am confident 
that such a plan will be offered at this 
convention and that it will be sup- 
ported by Texas Democrats, 

“The serious thought of the South 1s 
in favor of prohibition and its enforce- 
ment and, in my judgment, if any im- 


‘ provements are to be made in the pro- 


hibition laws, these improvements 
should be made for the friends of pro- 
hibition and no attempt on the part 
of enemies of prohibition to emasculate 
the laws can be tolerated. 


Warns of “Overdraft.” 


“I do not believe that the delegates 
from other sections of the country will 
be controlled by the environs of the 
few places in this Nation that are op- 
posed to prohibition, but it is my judg- 
ment that they will recognize the seri- 
ous thought of the South wherein is 
the heart and soul of the Democratic 
party. No attempt should be made to 
draw an overdraft on the Democratic 
loyalty of the South.” 

The Georgia delegation approved a 
dry plank which will be offered by 
Edward Maddox, its resolutions com- 
mittee member, 

Text of the Georgia plank follows: 

“We hereby reaffirm our allegiance to 
the principle as stated in the eight- 
eenth amendment to the Constitution 
which was proposed and adopted under 
the Democrtaic administration. ‘ 

“We not only oppose any effort look- 
ing to repeal or modification thereof, 
or of the laws which have been enacted 
in pursuance thereof, but urge the 
making of such appropriations and the 

e of such administrative laws as 
may be necessary for the enforcement 
of the said amendment according to its 


., ‘true spirit and in‘erest.”

“If any fool makes to you a’. propo- 
sition about mechanical noisemakers 
to be used in a Smith demonstration 
on the floor of the convention, you run 
from that man. 

“Say nothing that will start recrimi- 
nations. 

“As to farm relief, add a chip or two 
to all that the Republican platform 
has promised. 

“And, as to ‘The Sidewalks of New 
York,’ forget both words and. music.” 

The principal source of these admoni- 
tions is George Olvany, Gov. Smith's 
first lieutenant in Houston. 

The new Smith note has made Reed, 
of Missouri, unhappy. Reed loves to 
fight, but he loves also to have some- 
thing to fight. This suavity system of 
Olvany’s has reduced Reed to shadow- 
boxing. That winds and tires him— 
and nothing comes of it. 

Olvany softly wisecracks hither and 
yon, and, when put to question which 
he does not care to answer, releases 
Charlie Murphy's old formula, “The 
delegates will decide.” 

As- to prohibition, Olvany’s general 
speech is extraordinarily wise without 
being hatefully Machlievellian. He is say- 
ing here—and Albany is backing him 
up—"open debate on the floor of the 
convention and no attempt to shut it 
off. Their every dry delegate can go 
home and honestly say, ‘I did the best 
I could.’”’ 

The Smith people know that no eat- 
ing of words at this hour, no tergiver- 
sations can make a dry candidate out 
of Al Smith. To constitutionalists on 
this scene they quote the governor's 
words to the dry leaders of New York 
State, “You can have all the enforce- 
ment you are willing to pay for.” 

Their ideal of a prohibition plank 
for the platform is a plank which shall 
say, “Law enforcement-—enforcement of 
all laws equally.” 

There are no secret ‘places in the 
Smith headquarters here and no yod- 


its activities with various meetings in 
local churches and a parade. What is 
known as the united committee for 
prohibition enforcement planks and 
dry candidates representing various dry 
organizations held a meeting at which 
platform declarations and candidates 
were discussed. The committee an- 
nounced that it had unanimously voted 
to reiterate the demand of the dry 
groups for the following:

“Second, for the nomination of ‘can- 
didates who are positively and openly 
committed to this policy of effective 
prohibition laws enforcement by their 
utterances, acts and records.’” 

Senator Pittman, Nevada, who is 
slated for the chairmanship of the 
resolutions committee, announced that 
the plan is to commence hearings be- 
fore the committee tomorrow afternoon 
and to continue them until late tw .nor- 
row night. Executive sessions of the 
committee for the consideration of 
the platform will then commence and 
run the greater part of the night. Ac- 
tion on the platform in the convention 
is scheduled for Wednesday or Thurs- 
day. 


Kansas Delegates Vote

“First Lady of Convention” Is 
There Merely as Specta- 
tor, She Insists. 


COMMENT ON POLITICS 
STUDIOUSLY AVOIDED 


Children and Friends Accom- 
pany Governor’s Wife on 
Private Car. 


Houston, Tex., June 25 (A.P.).—With 
the arrival of Mrs, Alfred E. Smith this 
afternoon, the New York delegation and 
the Smith headquarters at the Demo- 
cratic convention have as guest the one 
they consider the “first lady of the con- 
vention.” 


But Mrs. Smith will disclaim all 
pretentions to the position and will 


keep herself in such retirement as the 
wife of the leading presidential candi- 
date for the Democrats can. 

She made a good start on her week 
of “being a mere unofficial but inter- 
ested spectator,” when her train arrived 
in Houston three-quarters of an hour 
early. She thereby eluded the very 
formal, very hot and very expectant 
welcoming delegation from the New 
York headquarters. 

George Van Namee, in charge of the 
Smith headquarters, and his wife, who 
were to bring the greetings of the 
Houston Smithites to the New York 
Governor's wife, missed her and finally 
made connections only by racing to her 
five-room suite in a distant apartment 
hotel. 

Mrs. Smith, gracious, but insisting 
that she had nothing to say that would 
be of interest to the public, slipped 
through the lines of idle spectators to 
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‘and railroad officials. 

“Just wait a minute,” she breathlessly 
requested the well wishers from her 
home State who were waiting to greet 
her at the hotel. “I want to wash my 
face. It is so hot here.” 

When she sat in state in her sitting 
room there were no traces of the long 
hot ride from New York. Her white 
chiffon frock splashed with large black 
dots seemed unsoiled, cool and com- 
fortable 

She took off the white silk starched 
hat in which she had traveled and re- 
vealed her dark brown hair in perfect 
order, neatly arrayed close to her head 
under a hair net. 

“Oh my, yes, I am glad to be here,” 
she said “But I am here only be- 
cause I. wanted to come and see the 
convention, Really, there is no poll- 
tics in my visit.” 

She announced that she would ac- 
cepé only one of the many official in- 
vitations that Had been tendered her, 
and confessed that she couldn’t re- 
member which one it was.

Children With Her. 

She fingered her crystal and jet beads 
nervously as her interviewers persisted 
in asking her what she thought of the 
outcome of the convention. 

With Mrs. Smith were only two of 
her children, Katherine, a bride of 
two weeks, who came with her hus- 
band, and Arthur and his wife. Mrs. 
John Warner, the former Emily Smith, 
who was to be a delegate from New 
York, was suffering from an attack of 
the grip, and was not able to leave 
her nome in Albany. The youngest 
son, Walter, who was graduating from 
high school in Albany, stayed home 
with his father, while Alfred, jr., was 
to arrive Tuesday morning. 

“Emily was much better when we 
left, but wasn’t nearly strong enough 
to stand this trip and this awful heat,” 
commented the mother, 

“But the governor's only sister is with 
us,” and the much-sought-after lady 
pointed to Mrs. John J. Glynn, of New 
York, who gladly took the interest of 
the questioners from her sister-in-law. 

“Yes, we had a lovely trip,” Mrs. 
Glynn said. “Regular family party. 
Everybody here but Al and my hus- 
band and the other children.”

Heflin Warns Alabama 
Delegates Against Smith 


(Associated Press.) 

Senator Heflin, of Alabama, yester- 
day on the eve of the Democratic 
national convention, made an eleventh 
hour attack on the presidential candi- 
dacy of Gov.

NOBILE’S RESCUE. 


In what is described as a “masterpiece of 
aviatoin,” the Swedish flier, Lieut. Lundborg, 
dropped his three-motored monoplane Upland 
down beside the encampment of the Italian 
Arctic explorers, took aboard Gen. Umberto 


Nobile, and transported him back to civiliza- 
tion. On a second attempt.Lieut. Lundborg 
crashed his machine. 

With the return of Nobile the rescue work 
in the Arctic is by no mgans concluded, There 
remain to be brought out his companions. 
There remain to be discovered, if possible, 
the balance of the crew of the Italia who were 
swept away in the gas bag after the gondola 
carrying Nobile had been torn loose. Three 
members of the gondola party have not been 
‘heard from since they started on foot to make 
their way to civilization. Interest now centers 
upon these others. Nobile was discovered and 
rescued, however, after he had been generally 
given up for lost, so hope runs high that the 
other members of the crew will be restored 
to the world. 

Earlier in the season it appeared as though 
the mystery of the frozen North was about 
to be punctured. Wilkins and Eilson had 
flown directly across the polar blind spot. 
Nobile had made several cruises Over areas 
that never before had been seen by the eyes 
of civilized man. With dirigibles and air- 
planes it looked as though humanity would 
be able to cruise across hitherto impenetrable 
regions, photographing them and_ studying 
them until they were as well known ag the 
land upon which civilization has flourished. 
Then the Italia disappeared. Immediately it 
was apparent that the Arctic still could be 
conquered only at the cost of hardship and 
danger. 

Nobile’s report, therefore, assumes major 
importance. What caused the Italia to crash? 
Was human judgment at fault or was tnere 
an unexpected meteorological disturbance? 
Will Nobile still be of the opinion that Arctic 
exploration by dirigible or plane can be made 
safe, or will he have come to believe that 
flying over the area above the Arctic Circle 
must always be spectacular? Not only trom 
the exploration standpoint is Nobile’s story of 
importance. The polar regions represent the 
shortest link between the Far East and cer- 
tain parts of the Western Hemisphere. Some 
day, if Arctic flying is commercially feasible, 
there will be a network of air-lanes crossing 
polar regions. 


IMPENDING COAL MERGER. 


A secret meeting of West Virginia coal op- 
erators held in New York this week draws 
attention to the proposal to merge a number 
of the largest companies. The meeting was 
held to consider reports of engineers upon the 
value of the various companies involved. On 
the basis of these reports, it is said that a 
company with a capitalization in excess of 
$200,000,000 could justifiably be formed. This 
company would produce at least 35,000,000 
tons of bituminous coal a year. 

Merger of the West Virginia smokeless coal 
properties probably would be of benefit to the 
public. The project was born of a desire to 
eliminate wasteful competition and reduce 
operating and selling costs. Accomplishment 
of these ends should serve to reduce the price 
of coal. The point is bound to be raised, how- 
ever, that the act of eliminating competition 
will react favorably upon the producer and 
adversely. upon the public. Competition has 
helped to keep the price of coal at fairly rea- 
sonable levels. If competition is eliminated, it 
will be argued, operators may fix prices to 
serve their own purposes. 

It was divulged after the New York meeting 
that the only objection raised against the 
engineers’ valuation figures was that in re- 
spect to certain companies they were unfairly 
low. In such cases it was indicated that’ an 
attempt would be made to obtain higher ap- 
praisals. One operator pointed out, however, 
“that there was agreement that one thing to 
be avoided is overcapitalization,” and _ that 
there was a feeling “‘that actual rather than 
potential values should be placed on all prop- 
erties.” The gtatement indicates that the 
merger is being formulated along proper lines. 
If the companies are sincere in desiring to 
establish a fair capitalization figure, and will 
be willing to earn no more than a fair return 
upon it, the price of coal would be lessened 
through a waste-eliminating merger, 

The elimination of competition is not the 
major factor that it would have been formerly. 
Coal producers have had outside competition 
forced upon them of recent years of much 
more serious sort than competition within the 
industry. The use of gas has become wide- 
spread. Oil burners have come into general 
popularity. In certain areas electricity has 
come to compete directly with coal. Gas, oil 
and electricity for heating and firing have 
points of superiority over coal. Thus far their 
greater cost has served to discourage their 
general adoption, but it is indicated that as 
time goes on the cost of gas, ofl and electricity 
may be reduced. At any rate, gas, oil and 
electricity offer competition to coal even now 
in every respect except as to cost, and they 
undoubtedly will serve to make coal producers 
think twice before they permit the cost of 
their product to be increased. 

It is general knowledge that a considerable 
part of the coal dollar is consumed by the cost 
of competition and distribution. Merger should 
effectively reduce these costs. Further prog- 
ress toward this end will be awaited with in- 
terest, particularly if there is a prospect that 
retail prices will be reduced as a result. 


THE NEW GOLF CHAMPION. 


The rise of Johnny Farrell, who captured 
the open golf championship on Sunday by de- 
feating Bobby Jones in the play-off, has been 
apparent during the last decade. Indeed, at 
the beginning of play at Olympia Fields he was 
described as an outstanding golfer, whom 
fortune had never favored in golf’s big prize. 
It is, however, only necessary to look back 
over Farrell’s record to see that he has been 
coming up all the time. His first effort in the 
open was in 1920. He could finish no better 
than in a tie for forty-tirst place, despite the 
fact that he shot a creditable 314. He Iim- 
proved steadily. By 1925 he was the runner- 
up. The following year he finished in third 
place. This year he has the title. 

If anything, Farrell was under the greater 
strain during the play-off than his opponent. 
The open championship is worth a moderate

fortune to a professional. The champion can 
capitalize his honor in all sorts of ways, all of 
them profitable. The realization of -this fact 
is probably what stopped Roland Hancock, 
when he had the title within his grasp. The 
honor of winning meant a good deal to Bobby 
Jones, It would have added to his record as 
the greatest golfer in the modern game, but 
the mental burden which the amateur 
shouldered was nowhere near as great as that 
of his rival. 

The entire match hung on the last putt that 
Farrell had to make. Soclosely matched were 
he and Jones that on the final hole they would 
have been tied again if Farrell had failed to 
sink his long carry across the green. It was, 
as some descriptive writers said, a $50,000 
putt. More ordinary golfers, who have become 
overwhelmed with nervousness at the thought 
that their putt would decide a.trifiing betf of 
a dollar or two, can probably realize that the 
putt meant a good deal to Farrell. That he 
was able to sink the ball under such circum- 
stances is credit to his cool nerves and com- 
petitive heart. The victory of such a golfer 
can not help but be popular. The golfing 
world will wish the new king a most successful 
reign. 


AN ERA OF OPULENCE. 

With its population advancing at the rate 
of 50,000 a day, the world looks out upon the 
problem of its sustentation with an equanimity 
that none of the forebodings of the near-view 


critics can shake. During the last quarter of 


a century sane approach to the settlement of 
industrial situations and sound solution of 


economic problems have contributed to the 
doubling of the effective output of the worker 
in the United States. The effective output 
per capita today in mining, manufacture and 
transportation is, in fact, not far from 200 
per cent of what it was a quarter of a century 
ago. Statistics record the most marvelous ad- 
vance in provision of the materials for sub- 
sistence that any age has kuown. The part 
played by the United States is an epitome of 
what remains to be recorded in other countries 
whose resources have yet to be developed. 

There is no limit to the market for things 
which satisfy human wants, and as the field 
of desire increases the efforts of providers are 
stimulated. The point of saturation may be 
reached in an industry or in a particular mar- 
ket, but even so, the frontiers of that industry 
are moving forward. 

The basis of all production being land, of 
which there is no limit for all conceivable 
needs, the area of future production is ample. 
The story of the British Columbia wheat fields’ 
is a relatively recent one, and so with the 
Argentine cattle ranges. Areas of India are 
coming into utilization for modern agriculture 
through irrigation at the rate of millions of 
acres; China is discovering itself; Africa has 
only suggested to the world its potentia) con- 
tributions to the support of mankind, while 
Mexico and South America are rich in mineral 
and agricultural resources beyond estimation. 

The world prospect may be resolved into an 
outlook for the trade of the. United States, 
which taps the world at every point of material 
development and contributes the capital and 
genius for much of its needs. There ts no 
limit to the market for wares. Once back- 
ward peoples are now forward-looking, and 
every advance made : slg considerable popu- 
lation is in the dire@fion of increase of the 
production of goods, into which the enterprise 
of the United States enters with vigor and 
experience. This era of opulence for America, 
of enterprise and employment and intelligence, 
affords little encouragement for pessimism. 


AN INCENTIVE TO GENIUS, 


At the instance of Secretary of War Dwicht 
Davis Congress, at its last session, enacted a 
ernment employes. Under the new law a 
patent may be issued to any Government em- 
ploye provided only that use of his invention 
may be made by the Government without pay- 
ment of royalties. Maj. Gen. George A. Squler, 
retired, former chief signal officer of the Army 
and widely known as an inventor of radio 
appliances and equipment, has addressed a 
letter to the Secretary of War commenting on 
the new law. The constructive thing that it 
has brought about, he said, is far more im- 
portant than the right of any individual. 

The important thing, as detailed in Gen. 
Squier’s letter, is that ‘the best young in- 
ventive brains of the country will no longer 
shun the comparatively low salaries paid by 
the Government for scientific work.” ‘They 
will be attracted to the various Federal] scien- 
tific laboratories in the knowledge that they 
will have satisfactory equipment with which 
to work, a living salary while they are experi- 
menting, and full financia] reward should their 
research and invention prove commercially 
valuable. Gen. Squier’s letter contains the 
following paragraph: 

This country’s commercial supremacy 1s 
largely founded on the exclusive monopolies 
granted for a limited term of years to the 
inventive brains of its citizens so wisely 
provided for in the Constitution itself. In 
my judgment this new law will have a whole- 
some reaction upon the entire business man- 
agement of this country and will serve as a 
model to commercial companies and corpora- 
tions to stimulate the inventive genius of 
their employes in a manner suitable to their 
case, 

It is to be hoped that the law will have this 
effect. The solicitation by business of em- 
ployes’ suggestions on a comprehensive scale, 
is a comparatively recent development. Wuoere- 
ever it has been put into effect it has quickly 
proved its value. It is not likely that the 
mere enactment of a new law will have much 
effect one way or another upon the policy of 
industrial and commercial organizations in 
this respect. If, however, the law will serve 
to attract young scientists to Government sery- 
ice in great numbers where they will produce 
valuable discoveries, industry may come to 
realize that it, too, would be benefited by stim- 
ulating further in every way possible inventive 
genius. The best way this can be done lies 
in making available scientitic and laboratory 
equipment to young scientists, and guarantee- 
ing them full financial reward for their work.

Government Salaries. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: As- 
suming that the decision as to the al- 
location of salaries of Federal employes 
under the recent act of Congress au- 
thorizing additional pay is from a le- 
gal standpoint correct, it is doubtful 
if Congress and the President, after 
collaboration, refused a flat increase of 
$300 to all, would intentionally agree 
to an act of unjus: discrimination, 
giving those who have their shoulder 
to the wheel a raise of $60 per annum 
and the administrative force $800 per 
annum. It would be economical and 
advantageous to the Government to 
cut down at least 50 per cent of this 
force, many of them having lucrative 
outside interests, and consequently do 
not give their undivided attention to 
Government work.

New York, June 25.—The $500,000 
Leviathan mail robbery and Herald 
Square's recent daylight murder were 
linked today by Chief Postal Inspector 
C. L. Clarahan. 

Pointing out that Edwin J. Jerge, 
supposed drug dealer, who was shot 
down from a motor car in Herald 
Square last June 17, had a récord asa 
money-order forger, Clarahan =  an- 
nounced he had assigned men to work 
out that clew. 

Furthermore, the chlef inspector re- 
called that the Jerge murder took 
place the day after the Leviathan 
sailed on its last trip. Clarahan be- 
lieves, in contrast to officials of the 
United States Lines, that the gigantic 
theft took place on board the liner. 

“The fact that Jerge was killed the 
day after the Leviathan sailed,” Clara- 
han said, “and that he specialized in 
mail crimes has put us on the trail of 
his killers, 

“We are proceeding on the theory 
that Jerge may have been put out of 
the way because he knew too much of 
the plot, or that, if the crime took 
place before the Leviathan sailed, 
there may have been a quarrel over 
the split.”

TREATY NEGOTIATIONS 
CHIEF WORK OF ENVOYS 


Expression Expected Soon 
From State Department in 
Oriental Sources. 


(Associated Press.) 

Informal negotiations looking to the 
recognition of the Chinese Nationalist 
government have not reached the stage 
where the State Department will com- 
ment on their status, but representa- 
tives of the Nationalist regime here are 
confident that an expression indicating 
progress is no way out of order and 
may be made soon by the United States. 

The Nationalists, through their rep- 


resentative in this country, Dr. C. C. 
Wu, have presented informally the mat- 
ter of revising the Chinese treaties to 
the State Department in addition to 
asking recognition, and Dr. Wu has said 
the department is giving the subject 
consideration. Dr. Wu believes the 
United States will extend de jure recog- 
nition to the Nationalists as a matter 
of course, since it has been the policy 
of the world powers to recognize the 
government in China having control of 
Peking. 


Chinese Eager for Treaties. 


If the United States refuses recogni- 
tion but agrees to negotiate new trea- 
ties, which Dr, Wu believes is entirely 
possible, the Nationalist government of 
China in no way will press for recogni- 
tion, as revision of the treaties is the 
prime consideration of the Nationalist 
foreign office. 

The Nationalist government has been 
eager to negotiate treaties with the 
United States since the Nanking inci- 
dent settlement of last year, which was 
taken to be the first step toward ac- 
knowledgement of the new Chinese 
powers. In some circles here there is 
opposition to recognizing the National- 
ists on account of their strong desire to 
abolish the present treaties ,particularly 
those relating to customs and conces- 
sions. 

Expression Expected Soon. 


While it is understood that no formal 
approach has been made to this govern- 
ment, reports from Chinese sources in- 
dicate some expression is expected soon 
from the United States. It has been 
intimated tacitly that consideration has 
been given both to the matter of 
recognition and treaty revision and 
there is an air of expectancy in diplo- 
matic circles, 

The statement of Secretary Kellogg in 
February, 1927, that the United States 
would recognize any established Chinese 
government representative of all China, 
including Manchuria, is the basis on 
which Dr. Wu made his informal ap- 
proach for recognition. 

It has been made clear that this 
country may tacitly recognize the 
Nationalist regime as a de facto or a 
dc jure government through a willing- 
ness to negotiate new treaties, even if 
to exploit recognition is made. 

It is understood that action by the 
United States depends largely upon de- 
velopments in China and whether the

Manchuria Invasion Faced 
Under Southern Threat 


Shanghai, June 25 (A.P.).—The Na- 
tionalist news agency reports that the 
Nationalist government has decided to 
demand that Chang Hsueh-Liang, new 
overlord of Manchuria, accept Nation- 
alist suzerainty, otherwise the Nation- 
alists plan a military invasion of 
Manchuria. 

The Central Daily News quotes the 
Nationalist foreign minister as stating 
in an interview that the United States 
consul general informed him last Fri- 
day that recognition of the Nationalist 
government would be effected shortly 
and negotiations opened with the Na- 
tionalists for revision of unequal 
treaties. 

The minister was quoted as adding 
that the French consul general would 
maintain friendly relations between 
China and France and that no abrupt 
policy would b> adopted. 

Mukden, Manchuria, June 25 (A.P.). 
Chang Hsueh-Liang, recently named 
military governor of Mukden, an- 
nounced in a proclamation yesterday 
that he had assumed the office of presi- 
dent in order to develop Manchuria. 
He stressed that the people would be 
granted a voice in provincial affairs. 

He is receiving condolences from a 
steady stream of prominent visitors on 
the death of his father, Chang Tso-Lin, 
once dictator of north China. -The 
third day rites for the dead ruler were 
performed Saturday. The consular 
body attended. 


Chang Hsueh-Liang is the son of the 
late Marshal Chang Tso-Lin, former 
northern dictator who died from 
wounds he suffered early this month 
when a bomb exploded under the train 
on which he was returning to his Man- 
churian capital, Mukden, after being 
forced out of Peking by the Nationalists. 

An invasion of Manchuria by the Na- 
tioy malists might easily assume grave 
consequences as the Japanese have an- 
nounced definitely that they wouwd not 
permit the Chinese civil war to invade 
Manchuria. The Japanese have several 
thousand troops in Manchuria guarding 
Japanese interests there. 

Chang Hsueh-Liang is looked upon 
as one of the most liberal of the Man- 
churian group which now controls that 
region and it is possible that he will 
cooperate with the Nationalists. Re- 
cent dispatches said that he was con- 
sidering this step, but that the older 
school of Manchurians were decidedly 


opposed to any such action. 


Considerable Advance Seen 
by Officials at London, 
Commons Is Told. 


BRIAND WILL TAKE NOTE 
BEFORE CABINET TODAY 


Excellent Impression Made by 
Revised . Proposals in 
Wilhelmstrasse. 


London, June 25 (A.P.).—The British 
government apparently is favorable on 
the new draft of the proposed treaty 
to outlaw war. Rep!ving in the house 
of commons today as to whether the 
new Kellogg proposal would enable the 
government to sign the pact without res- 
ervation, Godfrey Locker-Lampson, un- 
dersecretary of the foreign office, said: 

“In the opinion of the government 
the note marks a considerable advance, 
and it is being most sympathetically 
considered.” 


Of four morning papers commenting 
on Secretary Kellogg's revised draft 
three of them—the Daily Telegraph, the 
Daily News and Westminster Gazette 
and the Daily Chronicle—welcomed it 
heurtily. They said it ought to remove 
the French and other misgivings. They 
hoped it would be accepted promptly. 

The Morning Post remarked sarcas- 
tically that the pact was more likely to 
introduce more hypocricy into the world 
than to promote peace. 7 


French Are Favorable. 


Paris, June 25 (A.P.).—The proposal 
of Secretary of State Kellogg for a 
multilateral treaty outlawing war will 
be presented to the cabinet tomorrow 
by Foreign Minister Briand. The pro- 
posal is understood to meet with the 
approval of the government, although 
some attempt to give contractural 
value to Secretary Kellogg's comments 
in answer to the French reservations is 
expected. 


Good Impression at Berlin. 


Berlin, June 25 (A.P.).—Secretary 
Kellogg’s new note has created an ex- 
cellent impression here, the Wilhelm- 
strasse officials emphasizing that the 
American proposal conforms with the 
German viewpoint. 

Great significance !s attached to the 
proposed pact, as it Is a peace demon- 
stration, with the full backing of the 
United States, and hence indicative of 
future disarmament. It is realized, 
however, that there are difficulties yet 
to be overcome and that the attitude 
of the French government will influ- 
ence the prospects. 

In its reply to Secretary Kellogg the 
German government is expected to as- 
sent in principle to the suggestion 
contained in his note.

William Tyler Page, clerk of the 
House of Representatives, outlined

Edward E. Slosson, director of Science 
Service, speaking at the annual ban- 
quet last night of the 4-H camp in 
the City Club, said agriculture is be- 
ginning upon a boom that will give 
it rank with the other great industries 
of the country. 

Science, he said, is making possible 
the boom. Already it has turned many 
waste products of the farm into profits, 
and with the recent discovery that 
the X-ray can produce new and more 
profitable varieties of barley, wheat 
and tobacco, the future outlook for 
agriculture is most promising, he said. 

Evelyn May DeGrave, of New Jersey;

Poli’s Hopper Season 


Ancient Memories Revived in Final Opera Which Is 
Well Presented and Staged in Closing Pro- 
gram for Year.

“The Prince of Pilsen,” offered this 
week at Poli’s as the closing production 
of the DeWolf Hopper Company in its 
summer season, is, of course, almost as 
prehistoric as the dodo. It deals with 
prehistoric subjects. Today there could 
be no such thing as Hans Wagner, of 
Cincinnati, or Pilsner, or a half a dozen 


other things that are given such prom- 
inence in the Pixley-Luders musical 
comedy. It is an opera of memories, 
sad to many of those who lived through 
the period when the things that are 
mentioned in it were not only topical 
but obtainable. It could never have 
been conceived on a diet of home-brew 
and synthetic gin. It required the gen- 
uine article. 

There is reason probably to give 
thanks that “The Prince of Pilsen” has 
not fallen under the ba. of the prohi- 
bition enforcement officials, for there 
are many things in it that are extremely 
good and extremely r'easant. It is, 
however, difficult to understand how 
even a man of Mr. Hopper’s long expe- 
rience and excellent memory can re- 
member in this day and time how a 
brewer from Cincinnati acted, and how 
the other members of the cast can sing 
with such fervor of things that are no 
more the while they look sadly in steins 


filled at the best with nothing more 
potent than water. 

The illusion created by the Hopper 
company is, however, excellent. e 
script gave Mr. Hopper many oppor- 
tunities to exercise his humorous skill 
and he interpolated other bits, includ- 
ing for the second week in succession 
“The Bugs.” This may ‘have been 
necessary because the original business 
of the play had been cut in some 
places. Be that as it may, the role of 
Hans Wagner was another exactly to 
Mr. Hopper’s liking. He no doubt has 
his favorite role but Washington 
audiences this summer have shown no 
preference. ‘They have received him 
enthusiastically each week and last 
night was no exception. 

Add to this the fact that Forest Huff, 
in the title role; Lillian Glaser, as 
Edith Adams, and Oliver Reese, as Tom 
Wagner were as good as ever in some 
of the songs which made “The Prince 
of Pilsen” live to the ripe old age 
of the present revival, and you have 
reason enough for the regret that will 
be felt over the fact that Poli’s will 
not house the Hopper company next 
week. There is always one consolation, 
However. DeWolf Hopper is perennial 
and a year or two from now he will be 
back again, living evidence of the fact 
that what De Soto came to this country 
in search of DeWolf Hopper has found.

Ritchie Is Accorded Enthusi- 
astic Ovation When Named 
for Chairman. 


TYDINGS IS APPOINTED 
TO PLANK COMMITTEE 


State Caucus Is Marked by 
Complete Unanimity Among 
Old Line Delegates. 


Houston, Tex.; June 25 (A.P.).—In a 
harmonious meeting in which the 
State’s support was unanimously 
pledged to Gov. Alfred E. Smith of 
New York, the Maryland delegation to 
the Democratic national convention 
tonight named Gov. Albert C. Ritchie 
Chairman of the delegation and se- 
lected a full slate of officers and com- 
mittee members. 

Applause rocked the hotel room 
when Gov. Ritchie’s name was sug- 
for chairman, and the secre- 
tary’s attempt to have the motion for- 
mally entered for records was drowned 
out in the cheering. The smiling 
Maryland Governor acknowledged the 
tribute accorded him by the delegates 
With a graceful bow. Gov. Ritchie, 
who had the solid support of the Mary- 
Jand group for President, then moved 
that the delegation support Gov. 
Smith, and applause again resounded 


swith such enthusiasm that delegates

on the floor ouside stood around to 
see what caused the cheering. 

United States Senator Tydings was 
Mamed a member of the resolutions 
committee to draft a party platform, 
and will formally present Gov. Ritchie’s 
plank to make prohibition a matter of 
State’s rights and refer it to individual 
States for action. The Maryland Gov- 
however, told the Associated 
Press he would appear before the com- 
mittee in person to argue in favor of 
his wet plank. 


Other Committeemen Named. 


Other officers and committeemen 
elected were as follows: Enos Ray, 
chairman of the State central com- 
mittee, named member of the com- 
mittee on credentials; E. Brooks Lee, 
gpeaker of the Maryland House of Del- 
egates, named member of the commit- 
tee to notify the presidential nominee; 
EF. C. Weantt, Carroll County, member 
of the rules committee; Henry P. Tur- 
ney, Talbot County, member of the 
permanent organization committee; 
William P. Mitchell, State senator, 
vice chairman national convention; 
William P. Lane, jr., Washington Coun- 
ty, assistant secretary of the national 
convention, and Thomas H. Robinson, 
attorney general, honorary vice chair- 
man of the delegation. 

The Maryland delegation occupies 
probably the most commodious head- 
quarters of any attending the con- 
vention. Signs showed the way to a 
large apartment on the mezzanine 
floor of the Rice Hotel, where pictures 
of the Maryland executive and Gov. 
Smith were much in evidence... Gov. 
Ritchie was there himself during a 
larger part of the day and was visited 
by hundreds of friends in a never- 
ending stream. Among those visiting 
Maryland headquarters were outstand- 
ing Democrats, who informed the 
Maryland Governor that they regretted 
not having the opportunity to cast 
their votes for him. He acknowledged 
the compliment and expressed the 
hope that delegates so expressing 
themselves would give like considera- 
tion to the candidacy of Gov. Smith. 

The State caucus was not held un- 
til late in the afternoon and was over 
in a few minutes. The session was 
largely one of cheering and the secre- 
tary, Comptroller William S. Gordy, of 
Salisbury, could hardly put motions be- 
fore the delegation before there would 
be thunderous cries of “aye.” Election 
of Mrs. Elizabeth Menefee, of Cumber- 
land, as national committeewoman by 
the State convention was unanimously 
approved by the delegation in a rising 
tribute. 


Trip Arrangements Praised. 


E. Brooke Lee, offered a motion for 
a rising vote of thanks to Daniel Loden, 
Btate Senator Ambrose Kennedy, 
Robert Ennis and George Lewis for 
their work in organizing the trip to the 
convention. 

A large photograph of Gov. Ritchie 
hung above the chairman’s desk at the 
front assambly hall while round the 


rf gpides were enormous photographs of 


Gov. Al Smith. Maryland delegates 
were wearing Ritchie and Smith 
badges side by side and proclaiming 
their allegiance to both men though 
Gov. Ritchie was out of the Presidential 
contest. 

“I just want the convention delegates 
to know that Maryland is for Ritchie, 
even though he does not choose to 
run,” was the way one member of the 
delegation expressed it. 

The Williamsport Band has already 
taken the convention by storm with its 
“Sidewalks of New York” and ‘“‘Mary- 
land, My Maryland.” The band com- 
posed of 38 pieces took a trip to Galves- 
ton today, but was back in the con- 
vention city and blaring away tonight 
while Smith supporters cheered. David 
BE. Winebreener, secretary of State, was 
among a number of visitors who came 
to the convention with delegates. Mayor 
Byron, of Williamsport, also was pres- 
ent, an enthusiastic supporter of the 
Community Band. 

Mrs. Woodrow Wilson’s car was at- 
tached to the Maryland special train 
about 50 miles from Houston in the 
trip to the convention city. She found 
many old friends on the Maryland car.

His Influence in Doubt. 


Just how much influence Mr. Din- 
widdie will have with his committee 
when he returns after the convention 
with this law enforcement plank re- 
mains to be seen. It is not likely that 
he will have much with the Rev, F. 
Scott McBride, of the Antisaloon 
League, who has made some strong 
anti-Smith pronouncements. But Mr. 
Dinwiddie’s attitude loses none of its 
significance nevertheless. 

Mr. Dinwiddie’s attitude, frankly, is 
that the Republicans have made such 
a poor showing of prohibition enforce- 
ment that the drys’ real hope lies with 
the Democrats. 

A strong Democratic Congress would 
be drier than the present regime, he 
points out. 

But before it is all over down here, 
Houston will have stamped itself in- 
delibly in Democracy’s memory. The 
bands go around playing “The Side- 
walks of New York,” and the Tammany 
managers say, “Oh I wish they 
wouldn't do that.” The retiring Tam- 
many managers—Houston is right dis- 
appointed in them. But the Southern 
venders see the handwriting on the 
wall and, seeing it, decide they will 
make money out of the situation. Thus, 
there are Al Smith walking canes, Al 
Smith ribbons, Al Smith hats—there is 
even an Al Smith humburger sand- 
wich. So the Tammany managers can’t 
get away from the atmosphere. 


“Marching Through Georgia.” 


A band insisted on serenading them 
with “The Sidewalks of New York.” 
They finally prevailed upon it to go 
around to the headquarters of Sena- 
tor George, of Georgia, and the band, 
thinking it would be right nice, played 
“Marching Through Georgia.” A’ Michi- 
gan National Guard Infantry Regiment 
sang that on the border in 1916, while 
marching through a Georgia Cavalry 
camp, and was immediately routed by 
the fusillade of rocks. but at the 
George headquarters the serenade given 
by Texans was accepted in good faith. 

“It was the cut-in of the home 
boys.” The local newspapers carry head- 
lines, “Southern Drys Give Ultimatum,” 
“Moody Lays Down the Law,” and kin- 
dred utterances that might be consid- 
ered inimical to Smith However, there 
is Senator Carter Glass, of Virginia, 
who does not want Smith and is fur- 
ther in a bad mood because when he 
got here there was no room reserved 
for him, and he had finally to share 
a bath with his colleague, Senator 
Swanson—at least one time when they 
have been in perfect accord. But, said 
the senator, in arguing to unseat the 
Louisiana delegation today: 

“The man who is the inevitable nom- 
inee of this convention does not need 
these votes. And if I were his closest 
friend I would talk as I am talking 
now.” He wants to unseat the delega- 
tion: which is committed to Smith. 


Solid South Solidified. 


The newspaper headlines also say 
“Solid South Solidified.”” What the

headlines do not mean, but which is 
true, nevertheless, is that they are 
solidified right in the lobby of the Rice 
Hotel. The State of Texas in particular, 
the Solid, South, together with the rest 
of the Democrats, play up cards all 
over town, reading “Visitors first and 
home folks next.” 

But with the sons of Texas from the 
cotton fields, from the cotton broker- 
age houses, from the cattle ranges and 
the cattle exchanges, oil riggers and oil 
millionaires, it is impossible to move 
around. It takes two hours to go from 
the lobby of the hotel to the roof un- 
less you want to walk up eighteen 
stories. A delegation that you want to 
find in room 1416 might just as well be 
in San Francisco, so far as getting to it 
is concerned, save that the telephone 
toll is not as much. And in the sar- 
dine-packed crowd the band, called the 
Cowboy Band, strikes up “Dixie,” and 
you never heard such cheering in your 
life. Even Tammany cheers. ‘Play that 
instead of ‘The Sidewalks of New 
York,’” it urges. The Tammany city 
slickers know that when you play 
“Dixie’ down here men go off to war, 
vote for Smith, or do anything. 

And out of all this medley or motley 
of Democracy—it is hard to tell just 
which—there arises the picture of Mrs. 
Woodrow Wilson, hailed as the party's 
first lady, or, as the officeless Demo- 
crats put it, the first lady of the land— 
a majestic statue to which Democracy 
here is paying homage as if it were the 
Statue of Liberty. Women who wear 
silk frocks when cotton goes up but 
gingham when it goes down, fight to 
tcuch her hand. A woman of the South, 
and, too, the widow of Woodrow Wil- 
son. Why, she is a great queen moving 
about in state. 


Tragic Figure of J. A. Reed. 


And in contrast to the acclaim which Is 
hers is what might be called the tragic 
figure of Senator James A. Reed, one of 
those who denied her husband’s dream 
of world peace. He is a tragic figure, 
but there is no tragedy in his heart. 
It is generally agreed that if “Jim” 
Reed breaks loose there will be no har- 
mony in this convention, a tribute to 
the power which the man now has over 
his party. 

But without breaking loose, the sena- 
tor is mostly alone. There must be a 


lot going on in his mind and he moves } 


about, silver-haired and grim, in the 
early morning hours, upbraiding news- 
paper men for not going to bed. He 
held counsel in the early morning hours 
of today with the drys, the Wilsonian 
lot of them, although Wilson was, of 
course, not a dry, and now seems to be 
satisfied that some of the dfys will rally 
around him, so that the history of the 
party will read that he got more votes 
in 1928 than simply those from his na- 
tive State. He does not want to be left 
as a favorite son. If the senator had 
any more serious ambitions than that 
right now, well, there wouldn’t be so 
much harmony. His admirers say that 
it is to his credit that there is. 

But there is the contrast between 
him and the first lady of Democracy 
just the same—the picture of them 
here in Houston, one acclaimed, the 
other just going slowly about his busi- 
ness.

released, but it is understood that 
Democratic State Chairman Peters has 
the Woollen release in his pocket ready 
for use in an emergency. It is known 
that not less than 25 of the Hoosiers 
want to vote for Smi‘h not later than 
the second ballot and will do s0 on the 
first if it becomes apparent that there 
is to be no second roll call. Even 
though they vote for Woollen on the 
first ballot they would have the op- 
portunity of switching to Smith before 
the announcement of the result. 

As the Southern delegations cau- 
cused the rumbling of the Smith band 
wagon became louder and louder. Vir- 
ginia reported 6 out of 24 delegates for 
Smith. In North Carolina it was dis- 
closed that there will be 444 votes out 
of 24 for Smith on the first ballot, 
and more on the second if the ballot- 
ing goes that far. In Alabama a row 
developed when it was discovered that 
several members of the delegation in- 
sisted on voting for Smith and the 
caucus was postponed until tomorrow. 


Favorite Sons Win. 


The Mississippi delegation voted to 
support Senator Harrison, of that State, 
as a favorite son on the first ballot, but 
it transpired that eleven ot the twenty 
are for Smith. The undersianding at 
the conclusion of the caucus was that 
Mississippi would be voted for Smith 
as soon as the c>omplimentary vote was 
given to Harrison. 

A count of the noses in the caucus 
of the Kansas delegation disclosed fif- 
teen of the twenty members in favor of 
Smith. It was determined to give a 
complimentary vote to Representative 
Ayres on the first ballot and thereafter 
to vote as the majority of the delega- 
tion may direct. 

The Oklahoma delegation got into a 
squabble as the result of the insistence 
of the Smith p-~tisans in their ranks 
that no time be wasted in climbing 
aboard the Smith band wagon. A ma- 
jority of this delegation is tor Smith. 
The minority is for Reed. The dispute 
was ended by postponement of action 
until Wednesday morning. The pre- 
ponderant strength of the Smith fol- 
lowing in the delegation was shown, 
however, when the Oklahomass elected 
John A. Simpson, of Oklahoma City, 
they would much prefer that every 
aspirant to’ the nomination should poll 
his full strength on the first ballot. 
They do not Want to place themselves 
in the position of coercing or influenc- 
ing a stampede to Smith on the first 
roll call. Not that they would not 
welcome such a stampede as further 
evidence of the virtual unanimity with 
which Smith is destined to be chosen 
the party standard bearer. 


Ohio and Indiana Act. 


Both the Ohio and the Indiana dele- 
gations have sent word to the Smith 
leaders that they intend to vote for 
Smith not later than the second bal- 
lot and perhaps @n the first. Of the 48 
Ohio delegates, 47 are instructed for 
former Senator Pomerene and one for 
Gov. Smith. George White, former 
Democratic national chairman, is the 
recorded second choice of the Buckeye 
State delegates. When the Ohio dele- 
gation reached Houston today, how- 
ever, it developed that 44 of its mem- 
bers are in favor of voting for Smith 
as the earliest opportunity. Mr Pomer- 
ene did not come with the delegation, 
but Mrs. Pomerene did, and she is said 
to have in her possession a statement 
by her husband withdrawing in favor 
of Smith. 

“Ohio will support Pomerene on the 

first ballot,” said Mr. White, “but it is 
possible the delegation will go to Gov. 
Smith later. In fact, the switch will be 
made on the first ballot if it becomes 
necessary.”

HAS PLANE FLOWN NORTH 


New York, June 25 (A.P.).—Miss Thea 
Rasche, German stunt flier, and her 
plane were in the Province of Quebec 
tonight, where she is preparing to fly 
within a few days to Harbor Grace, 
Newfoundland, to refuel for her project- 
ed transatlantic flight, Mrs. James A. 


Stillman, wife of the banker and batker 
of the flight, announced. 

The monoplane North Star, in which 
Miss Rasche hopes to span the Atlantic, 
arrived at Cap de la Madeleine, a new air 
field near Three Rivers, Quebec, tonight 
after a filght from Hadley Airport, 
South Plainfield, N. J. It carried a 
pilot and a mechanic. Miss Rasche ts 
at Grand Mere, having preceded it to 
Canada by train. 

Mrs. Stillman’s announcement ended 
hours of conjecture that arose when the 
plane took off from the Jersey Airport 
for an unannounced destination. It 
had been flown from Long Island to 
New Jersey late Friday. When it did 
not land at any of the Long Island fly- 
ing fields, aviation authorities there 
suggested that it probably was headed 
for Old Orchard, Me., but it did not 
land there. Today Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Valente refused to make permanent 
an injunction to restrain Miss Rasche 
from making a transatlantic flight 
under any management but that of 
Howard W. Harwell, associated with the 
Hollis Corporation, former backers who 
had sought the order. 

Mrs. Stillman charged that she had 
to thwart a conspiracy of Long Island 
pilots before she could get the plane to 
Canada. 

“I can’t be bothered by petty an- 
noyances any mofe in this flight,” she 
said. “That is why I had the plane, 
which is my own, flown to Canada, I 
did not advise Miss Rasche to go. She 
went of her own voHtion. 

“But there will be no further effort 
to fly the plane from American soil. I 
regret that. But I'm doing what I 
think American women want me to do 
for this German girl.” P 

With the Canadian flight in view, 
Mrs. Stillman sald she engaged a pilot 
for three days at a wage of $14 an hour, 
but he withdrew on a plea of other

“We are proud to belong to the same 
race of human beings as these three 
gallant people, who have shaken death 
by the hand and passed him by.” 

Stultz and Gordon did attend this 
function and spoke briefly after Miss 
Earhart had told of the great interest 
in developing aviation. 

At the Royal Albert Hall Miss Ear- 
hart was accompanied by Lady Heath, 
and they heard John McCormack, the 
American tenor, sing. They occupied 
the royal box. Miss Earhart will be 
the guest of Lord Lonsdale at the Royal 
Horse Show tomorrow at Olympia, and 
will occupy the royal box there.

All the other seeded players, inciua- 
ing William T. Tilden, John Hennessey 
and the French “three musketeers’ 
came through the first round with 
com=“rative ease as did America’s 
younger stars. 

The totally unexpected defeat ot 
Hunter stood-out « the dramatic hich 
spot of the day. 

The five-set fight provided as many 
thrills as any Vimbledon match in re- 
cent years. For nearly three hours the 
lanky British ~.tonial and the stocky 
powerful /merican fought under a 
broiling sun as if their lives depended 
on each point. 

Although only 22 and comparatively 
inexperienced in international play 
“Buster” Andrews, wro holds’ the 
championship of New Zealand, played 
brilliantly, proving particularly devas- 
tating at the net. Hunter called into 
use every ounce of his great strength 
on every stroke and every trick of 
court strategy, flashing his red-strung 
racket with all the skill he could com- 
mand, but the young New azealander 
seemed to bear a charmed existence. 


Time after time Hunter had vic-

Another rookie, Emile Barnes, 
bludgeoned his way fnto the spot~ 
light beside Braxton and Brown 
yesterday for it was his slugging 
combined with Braxton’s mastery 
of the Athletics which served te 
sway the victory to the Nats In the’ 
first game, 
After hitting two triples earlier in 

the game, Barnes inserted the decisive 
blow with two out in the ninth—a No’ 

shot single which caromed off Jack 
Quinn’s hip and allowed Sam Rice to 
score from third with the winning run, 
bringing to a happy climax a stirfing 
pitching duel between Quinn, of the 
right handers and Braxton of the iteft 
handers, % 

Pulled through the first game by 
Braxton’s wizardry, including eight 
strikeouts, the Nats made Brown’s a 
path of primrose in the ‘second en- 
counter by massaging the offerings*of 
Oswald Orwoll, late of Milwaukee, *for 
5 runs in the fourth inning and whith, 
in view of the manner in which Brown 
was getting along with his work, ”- 
peared sufficient.

SOLVING THE DIABETES PROBLEM. 


R. JOSLIN says the problem of 
D diabetes is solved so far as the 
well-informed clinicia is con- 
cerned. The people who can obtain his 
services can reasonably expect to live 


ous, their life expectancy and to die 
from some intercurrent, such as fall- 
ing out of an airplane or choking on 
butter. 

The great problem at present 1s how 
to make the information now in hand 
available for all the people who need it. 
Note he is writing about problems of 
care of the diabetic with the developed 
disease. The great problem of preven- 
tion is far from being solved. When 
we read "r. Joslin’s presentation more 
closely we find that as old problems 
are solved new problems come into 
view. 


In former years the diabetic died 
rather abruptly. Now he continues to 
live for a long period. Diabetic Jews 
now live on an average ten years after 
their disease is diagnosed. This longer 
life of the diabetic has increased the 
number of diabetics in our midst. Dr. 
Joslin thinks this number may we as 
high as one and a half million. Dia- 
betics who live well-regulated lives are 
in practically no danger. How a dia- 
betic can escape the danger of coma is 
on of the bits of information that 
should be made general. The longer life 
of the diabetic has increased the prob- 
lem of infections in diabetics. 

Joslin holds that many diabetics ile 
because they do not wash their feet. In 
nearly 50 per cent of over 600 cases 
death ws Aue to arterio-sclerosis of the 
ves:els of the legs or some organ. When 
the vessels of the legs are diseased dirty 
feet are likely to result in in*ections. 
Therefore he is strong for foot wash- 
i», as a part of the daily habit of the 
“Pyetic. The problem of cleanliness 
ur vhe skin is becoming, more important 
fas the span of life of th: diabetic in- 
creases. Likewise the problem of arterlo- 
sclerosis and the diet which leads 
thereto. : 

Dr. Joslin thinks that in steering the 
diabetic away from the rock of starch 
and sugar we are likely to steer him 
onto the rocks of proteid fats and have 
him develop high blood pressure.: He is 
not in favor of the higher, richer diets 
for diabetics which some men allow, be- 
cause they promote high blood pres- 
sure. He would limit the use of eggs 
especially. 

Just so with bodily weight. All men 
and women over 50 are much better off 
if they are a little below weight. He 
is not in favor of a diet or other treat- 
ment of diabetes which brings the 
weight up to the average for height. 

And, finally, he is against having the 
diabetic fall into the invalidism point

of view. He strongly advises his young 
diabetics to join Boy Scouts and in all 
ways to look at life as other boys and 
girls do. 


MO'THER’S MILK FOR BABY. 


C. W. M. writes: if you are not a 
hundred per cent successful in your 
faithful teachings that babies should 
have mother’s milk, why not attack the 
problem from the mother’s side? It is 
best for the mother to nurse the baby. 
She regains health, strength and looks 
more surely in six or eight months of 
quiet home life than she would by her 
usual hectic round of clubs, charities 
or business. 

My experience in following your ad- 
vice with my four children was, that 
1 was healthier in their first years than 
I was in the intervening years, when 
the cares of this world (good things. 
too, not dissipations) kept me intense 
and exhausted. 

Perhaps, too, you could give the ex- 
pectant mother a hint as to the enter- 
tainment this constant moving picture 
would be in the home, the comedies 
and tragedies daily enacted. 


SALT AND THE KIDNEYS. 


A. W. writes: 1 have been greatly 
troubled with constipation, but have 
found that drinking a quart of water 
with a teaspoonful of sa't every morn- 
ing before breakfast is a great help.

There is rather: general agreement 
that an excess of salt in the diet throws 
a strain on the kidneys. It is regarded 
as especially harmful in Bright’s dls- 
ease and heart disease with dropsy 
However it is conte»aed by its pro- 
ponents that neutral salt solutioy 
not absorbed, and therefore taking it 
does not tax the system. Probably the 
solution you use is about what is

2. What should North (Third Hand) 
declare with it; South having bid one 
No Trump and West having passed? 


3. What should North (Third Hand) 
declare with it: South and West hav- 
ing passed? 


THE ANSWERS. 


1. Pass, although the hand offers a 
tempting double. It has strength in 
both Majors, but falls short of doubling 


Strength. Three Aces are not suffi- 
cient to justify a double, and the 
fourth possible winner is far from be- 
ing an assured one. If each of the 
Majors contained four cards, the dou- 
ble would be more excusable because, 
in that case, a Major answer from 
East would have a reasonable chance 
of producing game; but as the hand 
stands, an answer from East is not apt 
to be a game-producer unless East is 
stong enough to make a lead-directing 
bid, in which case the double would 
be unnecessary. 


2. Two No Trumps or pass. A pass 
would not be unsound because the 
hand is so strong that adverse bid- 
ding is not apt to be objectionable; 
neverthless, strange as it may sound, 
two No Trumps is more conservative. 
That bid almost certainly would end 
the chance of a lead-directing bid by 
East and without such lead-director 
there is every probability that South 
will be able to.go game. Of course, 
East might not have a lead-directing 
bid to make; if so, the Jump would be 


4) 
unnecessary; but there i1s_ slight 
chance that it will be harmful and a 
considerable chance that a lead-direct- 
ing bid would be. 

3. Pass. A Third Hand after two 


passes should not bid No Trump unless 
stronger than the minimum required 
for either Dealer, or Second Hand after 
Dealer’s pass. Under the 4-3-2-1 count, 
Third Hand should not bid an original 
No Trump unless three suits are 
stopped (as they are in this case) and 
the hand counts 14. This hand 
counts only 13.

ANY an insett makes a noise, 
M but the prize must be given to 

the oloada for the loudest “mu- 
sic.” Clinging to a branch of a tree, it 
takes part in a concert which might 
do credit to a brass band. Charles Dar- 
win reported he heard oloadas while 
aboard a ship anchored a quarter of a 
mile from the coast. 


The Oloada, 


Some oloadas are known as “dog-day 
harvest flies.” They come forth in the 
hottest days of the summer, make their 
noise, and lay their eggs. Then they 
die. ‘ 

The eggs hatch into “bugs” whith 
crawl into the soil and remain there 
during two winters. Then they return 
to the surface, shed their skins, and 
find that they have wings. They re- 
peat the actions of the.¢ ancestors. 

Other oloadas are called “17-year lo- 
‘custs.” They bear this name because 
they live under the ground for 17 


years! Not a great deal is known gi 
their ‘underground lives, but it h 
been discovered that they shed their 
skins three times, becoming larger after 
each molt. It has also been learned 
that part of their food comes from the 
sap of roots of trees and plants. 

After their long, dark lives in the 
soil, they burrow to the surface for a 
brief burst of freedom in the open alr 
Their skins split open, and they craw] 
from their shells. Gifted with wings, 
they can fly when they choose, during 
the three or four weeks which they 
have left to live. The 17-year locusts 
are the longest-lived members of the 
insect world. 

An ancient Greek poet wrote about 
the oloadas in this manner: 

“Happy are the oloadas’ lives, 
Because they have silent wives.” 

The little verse points out the fact 
that the “singing” is done only by the 
males, who produce the sound by mak- 
ing membranes vibrate under their 
bodies. We might answer the Greek 
poet by saying: 

“Sad are the poor temales, 
Hearing eternal wails.” 

At the same time, we must remem- 
ber that the noise we hear is doubtless 
sweet music within the oloada family.

Money brokers were in agreement 
that only an influx of funds from some 
as yet unforeseen source could prevent 
@& higher demand rate before the end 
of the week. Banks withdrew some 
$15,000,000 and this calling of loans 
Was not offset by the appearance of 
New funds, as was the case on several 
days of last week. Falling off in de- 
mand reflected in the acute dullness of 
the speculative market helped main- 
tain the 644 per cent rate which ruled 
for the day. 

Easily the outstanding feature of the 
day’s dealings in stocks was a smart 
upturn in Texas & Pacific among the 
railway shares. The stock spurted to 
new record levels under the impetus of 
buying induced by the splendid show- 
ing of its May operating results, touch- 
ing 154 and closing just % point under 
the new peak for a net gain of 11%% 
points. The turnover here was 14,000 
shares. Norfolk & Southern gained 
2%4, Missouri Pacific 2% 

Tobaccos were rather strong as 2 
group on reports that local interests 
ordinarily well informed on the views 
of George J. Whelan were quietly pick- 
ing up various tobacco shares. On 
trading involving 19,200 shares, Tobac- 
co Products gained 514 points net, 
American Tobacco 2% and Liggett & 
Myers 23%. 

Plainly the Gold Dust Corporation’s 
acquisition of the Rockefeller interests 
in the preferred stock of the American 
Linseed Co had been rather fully dis- 
counted. Gold Dust swung back and 
forth in a 3-point range on announce- 
ment of this development and closed 
% net higher. Linseed preferred, how- 
ever, gained 3'4 points and the com- 
mon, finished Ll, points higher. 

Standard industrials for the most 
part moved very narrowly, including 
United States Steel and General Motors, 
which held within a range of 2 or 3 
points. Steel got down to a new 1928 
low at one stage, touching 132%, but 
recovered nearly 2 points subsequently, 
finishing a point net higher. Motors 
ended the day % point on the down 
side. 

Merchandising shares did better as a 
rule, with considerable activity showing 
in Montgomery Ward, which closed 13, 
net higher, and Sears Roebuck, which 
gained %, on the day.

Just as the boxing world was at the 
height of its excitement over this new 


E-\-idol the idcol toppled and crashed into 


a thousand pleces. It then was marvel- 
ously reassembled, and lifted back to 
the place if formerly held, The fall 
came about in Los Angeles on Labor 
Day in 1908, when the little-known 
Billy Papke stopped Ketchel in the 
twelfth round at Los Angeles. Before 
the astonishment over this event had 
died down, Ketchel had avenged him- 
self by knocking out Papke in the 
eleventh round of a return bout. 
Ketchel so became the only champion 
in any Class to regain a title by stop- 
ping a man by whom he himself had 
been knocked out, 

Ketchel continued his brilliant ca- 
reer for two more years, but was shot 
and Killed by Walter Dipler, a farm 
hand, at Conway, Mg, on October 15, 
1910. Dapke then claimed the title, 
and gained wide recognition. He lost 
on a foul to Frank Klaus._in a bout in 
Paris on March 6, 1913. 

Klaus in turn claimed the tiiie, but 
he ran into a surprising Knockout oy 
George Chip in the sixth round of a 
bout in Pittsburgh on October 11 of 
the same year, Chip also was elim- 
inated in a few months, succumbing to 
A! McCoy in the first round in Brook- 
lyn, April 7, 1914, 


McCoy lost no time in claiming 
the title, and became celebrated as 
the “cheese champion.” He never- 
theless was not defeated until No- 
vember 14, 1917, whe: Mike O’Dowd 
knocked him out in Brook-

Within three years this group 
alone will be ready for the angler and 
then the spring of 1928 will be for- 
gotten.

Utility Commission Conferees 
Hold Revision Possible 
Despite Court Decision. 


FREE STREET CAR BUS 
_ TRANSFERS RETAINED 


Dr. Maltbie, Expert Employed 
by Senate Committee, 
Expected This Week. 


Revaluation of the property of the 
Capital Traction Co. took definite 
shape yesterday as a possibility grow- 
ing out of that corporation’s petition 
for authority to increase car-fare rates. 

The Public Utilities Commission met 
again to discuss the problems attend- 
ant upon consideration of the proposed 
increase. No decisions were made, but 
People’s Counsel Ralph B. Fleharty and 
one or two of the commissioners 
started a serious canvass of the re- 
Valuation question. 

It was agreed by the conferees that 
the Court of Appeals’ decision in the 
valuation case of 1925, fixing the valua- 
tion of the company’s property at $26,- 
000,000, does not stop the commission 
from revaluing in view of the request 
for higher fares. Under the law passed 
by the last Congress this is possible 

use the commission is authorized 
to assess the company for the cost o 
valuation. 


Meeting Tomorrow Planned. 


A tentative outline of program was 
talked over. It was to hold a prelimi- 
mary public hearing at which the com- 
pany could present its case and at 
which objections to the fare increase 
could be heard, following which re- 
Valuation would be begun. If the case 
were handled in this way it might be 
one or two years before a decision 
would be reached. It is possible the 
company would try to sue out an in- 
junction to prevent the commission 
from revaluing, or a mandamus to re- 
quire it to permit increased fares 
while the valuation was progressing, 
but the members of the commission 
felt such a course by the company 
would result only in still further de- 
lay in obtaining an increase. 

The question as to whether the in- 
Greased fare, if granted the Capital 
Traction Co., should be extended to 
the Washington Railway & Electric Co., 
also was discussed. No decision was 
reached on this subject either. 

Col. William B. Ladue, Engineer Com- 
missioner, had to leave the meeting at 
4 p. m. to attend an executive session 
of the zoning com: ™'ssion, and when he 
departed he ask~1 that no questions be 
Gecided until he could sit with the 
commission again. Another meeting 
was set for tomorrow afternoon to re- 
sume the debate. 


Free  ~~sfers to Continue, 


Before attacking the carfare-increase 
problem the commission decided the 
case of transfer arrangements at Fif- 
teenth and H streets northeast, between 
the street cars and buses of the Wash- 
ington Railway & Electric Co. The 
case was dismissed. This means that 
the present arrangement whereby free 
transfers are exchanged will be con- 
tinued ind “nitely. 

Earl V. Fisher, executive secretary of 
the commission, was instructed to 
write a letter to the company stating 
that the commission had asked that a 
plan be submitted and that no plan 
Was submitted by the company, but 
that, instead, the public hearing had 
been turned into a rate-increase hear- 
ing, the company asking permission to 
charge a 10-cent fare, with three tokens 
for a quarter, on the buses, and 2 cents 
additional for transfers on the street 
Cars. 

The ground was taken by the com- 
mission that the call for the hearing 
did not embrace a rate increase and 
that the request, therefore. was not 
properly before the commission. Col. 
Ladue took the additional ground that 
the proposed increase would net the 
street car co. -oanv additional revenue 
of some $40,000 a year, whereas the 
company officials, in connection with 
the Capital Traction rate case, had said 
tha* their corporat: - did not seek ad- 
ee revenue through increased 

ares. 


Expert to Arrive Soon. 


Dr. Milo R. Maltbie, traction valua- 
tion expert, of New York, is scheduled 
to arrive here this week. After a few 
preliminary conferences he is expected 
to plunge into the work of fixing a 
fair value for the properties included 
in the proposed traction merger here. 

Dr. Maltbie was employed for the val- 
uation task by the special merger sub- 
committee of the Senate District com- 
mittee. The subcommittee was given 
$10,000 for expenses. How much of 
this will be paid to Dr. Maltbie has not 
been made known. 


Capper Writes to Fleharty, 


The traction interests in their merger 
agreement claim a valuation of $50,000,- 
000. This valuation, which would stand 
for ten years, was the cause of most of 
the fighting over the merger at the last 
gession of Congress. The Senate Dis- 
trict committee decided it would have 
an expert pass on the question before 
deciding whether to approve the mer- 
ger. Hence the employment of Dr. 
Maltbie. 

A strong letter reminding him of his 
duty to protect the public in the car 
fare fight, was received yesterday by 
People’s Counsel Ralph B. Fleharty 
from Senator Arthur Capper (Republi- 
can), of Kansas, chairman of the Sen- 
ate District committee. 


Stresses Duty to People. 


Capper said that since it became 
known that the Capital Traction Co. 
would apply for a higher fare, some 
doubt had been expressed as 
whether the interests of the public 
‘would be properly protected. 

“I know it was the intention of our 
committee,” he said, “that the People’s 

should in fact represent the 
people of the District of Columbia, the 
assumption being thc* the interest of 
the public utilities companies would 
be properly and thoroughly represented

WOMAN LEAPS 2 STORIES 
Ro HOUSE CATCHES FIRE 


Girl in Another Building 
Frightened by Smoke, Taken 
to Hospital Hysterical. 


CHURCH ALSO DAMAGED 


A colored woman jumped from a 
second-story window and a girl became 
hysterical yesterday afternoon when 
the frame house at 418 I street north- 
west was badly damaged by fire. Na- 
thaniel Goodwall, colored, is the occu- 
pant. 

The fire was discovered by Benjamin 
Nausbaum, 479 I street northwest, who 
turned in an alarm at 4:45 o’clock. The 
entire rear of the wooden house was 
enveloped in flame when the apparatus 
arrived and Olga Noble, colored, 23 
years old, a roomer at the house, be- 
came frightened and jumped from the 
second-story front window.

Tells Trade Board Cuts in 
Newly Paved Streets Made 
in Emergencies. 


Charges that newly paved streets are 
needlessly. torn up for installation of 
electrical conduits and other facilities,

Claims Congressional Im- 
munity in Action Brought 
by Tax Consultant. 


Senator James Couzens, of Michigan, 
defendant in a $500,000 slander suit 


filed in the District of Columbia Su- 
preme Court by Howe P. Cochran, a 
tax consultant, filed a motion to quash 
yesterday through Attorneys Joseph E. 
Davis, Franklin D. Jones and Raymond 
N. Beebe. This suit was the result of 
remarks made on the floor of the Sen- 
ate by Senator Couzens on April 12, 
which Cochran interpreted to mean 
that he was then being accused of so- 
liciting the business of the Senator, 
who was engaged in a controversy with 
the Bureau of Internal Revenue con- 
cerning a tax on his Ford Motor Co. 
stock, 

The motion to quash complains that 
the subpena served on the senator is 
defective in that it is improperly made 
out, and, that the slander declaration 
does not quote the senator correctly as 
to. the remarks complained of by 
Cochran, and, that the senator stands 
on his congressional immunity. 

The subpena was served June 4, 
whereas, the first session of the Seven- 
tieth Congress ended May 29. A copy 
of the Congressional Record dated 
April 12 was attached to the motion 
to show to the court that the words 
complained of were uttered no place 
except on the floor of the Senate, and 
that under the Constitution the words 
can not be questiomed in or at any 
other place except in the Senate cham- 
ber itself. The motion will be argued 
Friday.
